There are, it is trne, 
millions of acres in tho Kooky Mountain 
region and on tho Pe odic coast still un­ 
occupied, but much ct it is [arid, fit for 
nothing but pasture, or cultivable only 
by irrigation. The Indian reservation 
comprises perhaps 100,G0O,C00 acres, but 
if these were all opened now they would 
not appeaeethc land bunger or the coun­ 
try for mcro than Aye years.

C h ic a g o , June 25.—An afternoon paper 
contains the following: Camp 20 of the 
(lau-iia-Gael and its methods will be 
thoroughly . investigated 
by the grand 
jury, and It is more than probable that 
ton or more of its members will bo indicted 
y for Hie murder of Dr. Cronin. Tho State’s 
attorney has already in his possession 
enough ovi lance to hang at least half of 
that number, and beforo tho grand jury 
resun es consideration of the Cronin caso 
Wednesday lie expects to have a complete 
chain of evidence encircling tho camp, or 
at least tho guilty members of it. 
Shortly nftor tho finding of tho body the 
State’s attorney roeoivod an anonymous 
letter which set forth the details of a meet­ 
ing of camp 20, which was held on a 
I rainy in tho latter part of February. 
John F. Beggs, tho No. I, and senior guar­ 
dian of tlio camp, presided at this mooting, 
which 
was 
attended 
only 
by what 
is known as the inner circjo of tho camp, 
ami tho purpose for which the meeting 
was called was the trial of Dr. Cronin as a 
british spy. 
He was found guilty, tho 
letter went on to state, and tho punishment 
was fixed at death. 
Death was always 
tho penalty which traitors 
paid, and 
Cronin was to bo no exception to the rule. 
The preliminaries haring been disposed 
of, tho question of who should be the exe­ 
cutioners was taken up. 
Lots were drawn. 
Tho names of every man present were put 
on separate slips of paper and tho lottery 
of murder was carried out in all its 
details. 
Who were tho ones to whoip the 
fearful deed was committed was n6t made 
known at the meeting. 
No one kri&tir tho 
names of the men who were to “remove” 
Dr. Cronin, except tho man who was to 
notify them that they had been selected 
for tho act of blood and were expected to 
begin at once. 
This man, tho letter went 
on to siate, was John F. Beggs 
At once every power of tho police was 
put forth to find tho author of tho letter 
giving information which was so valuable 
if truo. 
But without success. 
In vain the 
officers sought for some one who would 
admit that such a meeting had been 
held. 
All were obstinate in asserting that 
they never heard of such a meeting or 
such action by camp 2d. 
In vain Coroner 
Hertz questioned every Clan-na-Gael man 
who was before the Coroner’s jury as to 
tho proceedings of the camp at its meet­ 
ings since the 1st of January. 
Every one 
was ignorant. 
To-day the light broke on the darkness 
which overcame camp 20. 
Detective Pal­ 
mer had a long interview with Judge 
Longenecker early this morning, and about 
an hour later a flurried-looking man was 
admitted to the judge's office by the side 
door. 
He was a Clan-na-Gael |m an. and 
ho corroborated the contehts of tho letter 
in every detail. 
Who he is could not be 
learned, but so satisfactory was the infor­ 
mation he gave the judge and so complete 
the proof of the planning and premedita­ 
tion of tho Cronin murder in camp 20, 
that he said an hour later: “ I’ve got evi­ 
dence enough now to hang half a dozen.” 
It is claimed that State's Attorney 
Longenecker has a list of the names of all 
the men who attended the secret meeting 
at which Dr. 
Cronin’s 
removal 
was 
ordered. 
This man further revealed, it is said, 
th a t the trial, con d em n ation, a n d execu­ 
tion of Dr. Cronin was entirely in accord­ 
ance with the usages of the clan as 
practiced in other cases, notably that of 
tho informer Carey, who was tried by the 
same process under which Dr. Cronin 
suffered death. 
All that could be learned of the mysteri­ 
ous visitor to Judge Longenecker was that 
he was a Clan-na-Gael man, a former 
member of camp 20, who had been present 
at the meeting, but had taken no part 
in tho deliberations, 
which ended 
in 
the order for Cronin’s assassination. 
He 
will bo carefully guarded by the police to 
prevent anyone from tampering with him, 
but he will not be arrested and no sign 
will be made by the officers that would 
indicate to the conspirators that ho was 
under the protection of the police. 
There is a growing belief on the part of 
the authorities that Dan Coughlin was the 
chosen chief executioner of the tribunal’s 
sentence, and that, knowing his follow 
camp members thoroughly, it was an easy 
matter to select the prisoner, Burke, and 
the suspect, Cooney, or “Simons,” and it 
was no nard work for him to secure the 
permission of O’Sullivan to the fixing of 
tho neat job by which Dr. Cronin was 
lured away to the place of assassination. 
B eggs D en ie* th e C harge. 
Senior Guardian John F. Beggs was 
found by a reporter in the company of 
Harry Jordan. 
Mr. Beggs declared that 
the latest story about camp 20 of tho 
Clan-na-Gael was a monstrous fib, and 
said: 
“ I only hope some Clan-na-Gael man is 
,squealing,* as they call it, for thon I will 
be set right. 
I have been getting the 
worst of it all along in this case. 
If I 
have made some mistakes I have been 
struggling hard to get a good footing, 
and just when I see the light of day this 
thing comes upon mo. 
Of course I am 
senior guardian of camp 20, but such 
things as . they charge against that or any 
other camp of the Clan-na-Gael are absurd 
and impossible. 
If any one can tell me 
tho object of the order I would like to 
learn it 
For two years it has had no 
purpose. 
You just went to the meetings, 
paid 50 cents for monthly dues, heard 
some fellow sing a song, some other fellow 
make a speech, and then went home con­ 
vinced that another great seep had been 
taken in the cause of Ireland. 
That’s all 
there has been to the Clan-na-Gael.” 
“ How about the alleged trial of Cronin 
before the ‘inner circle’ or Camp 20?” 
“ It’s bosh. 
There’s no such thing'as an 
‘inner circle.’ 
Anybody can prefer a 
charge against any member of the order 
and the member will be tried before a com­ 
mittee of seven. 
The man charged} is 
always notified and is given the benefit of 
counsel. 
There never was any trial of 
Cronin in camp 20. 
It is true that 
Cooney, Burke, Coughlin, and Sullivan 
were members of the camp, and that three 
of them are behind the tars, while the 
other ran away from town. 
Two-thirds of 
the members of the camp were warm 
mends of Dr. Cronin, and I was always 
his friend.” 
“Do you expect to be indicted?” 
“No. 
I have full confidence in the in­ 
telligence of the grand ju ry .” 
“ Did you know Burke?” 
“Yes, and tried to get him work when 
his clotnes were falling off his back last 
winter. 
Because I wa9 president of the 
Irish-American Republican club I was be­ 
sieged by people who wanted positions and 
other favors.

shooting took place in Mille Lacs county. 
“ There seems to be some apprehension 
on the part of the whites and some ill feel­ 
ing on the p art of the Indians, partly be­ 
cause of tho accidental killing of one of 
their number last winter by a white man, 
and partly because they think they havo 
some title to the land hereabouts. 
But 
there is no danger of on outbreak among 
them.

Jake was 30 
years old Feb. 9 last, having made his ad 
vent a t Greenport, Columbia county, 
N. 
Y. 
Ho stands 5 feet 10£ inches in height, 
has a chest development of 42 inches, 
measures 16 inches around the biceps; fore­ 
arm 14 inches; waist 34 inches; thigh 25 
inches; calf of leg 17 inches. 
W hen iu 
condition the young man 
weighs 220 
pounds. 
In early youth Kilrain took up his resi­ 
dence in Cambridgeport, a suburb of Bos­ 
ton, and was given employment in tho 
Somerville rolling mill. Ho soon developed 
a love for athletic sports, starting in first 
as an am ateur oarsman, 
but having a 
kindly eye for tho manly art. 
Gawky in 
his appearance and spare of flesh, the lad 
Was the butt of his associates until one 
bright June morning ho unmercifully flog­ 
ged a bulldozing rowdy who worked in tho 
same estab'ishmont with him and was in 
the habit of bullying Iris companions. 
Ever afterward Jake wrs the recognized 
leader of his particular neighborhood. 
This enthusiastic young man has always 
been a great admirer of Georgo Hosmo:*, 
the Boston oarsman, as well as of F:od 
Plaisted and 
“ Frenchy” 
Johnson, two 
notable professional scullers. 
It was be­ 
cause of his I attachm ent for those mi n 
that ho took to lowing. 
In tho summer of 
1882 ho won several races with the spoons, 
and then Georgo Hosmer took him in hand 
and gavo him a beautiful fxni h to bis 
stroke. 
A fter rowing in a four-oared crow that 
came out victorious in another a nateur 
event a t Lake Weldron, Kilrain turned his 
eyes toward the national association cham­ 
pionships of 1483, which wero rowed on the 
Passaic river course at Newark, N. J. 
He 
won tho junior, but his eligibility was 
challenged and tho challenge was sus­ 
tained by Henry W. Garfield, the then and 
present president of the National Rowing 
association, for upon investigation it was 
proved th at Jake had for over two years 
and six months previous been a profes­ 
sional pugilist. 
Nothing was left Jacob in 
order to retain his rowing prostigo but to 
turn professional outright, and as a mem­ 
ber of the Charles River four ho won con­ 
siderable money. 
K ilrain^ first fight of any noto was late 
in the fall of 1879, when he met Jack 
Daly, whom he put to sleep in two rounds. 
Jake was now a tall, handsome fellow, of 
magnificent physique and engaging m an­ 
ners. 
Jem Driscoll was his next victim, 
and then Dan Dwyer was bested. 
Shortly 
afterw ard Dennis Roach, 
a rapid two- 
handed fighter, strong as an ox, and very 
courageous, challenged Jake, and through 
Jim Koenan of Boston, lasely decease I, th j 
fight was brought abo .t. 
It was a long 
and desperate battlo, and it was by good 
generalship on K llrain’s part th at ho pulled 
through. 
In the spring of 1884, Capt. Cook, man­ 
aging editor of the Police Illustrated News, 
took a fancy to Kilrain, who had launched 
out as a professional fighter of high order, 
and brought about the contest botwoon 
H arry Allen and Kilrain. 
Betting was iii 
Allen’s favor, but H arry was knocked 
about fr m tho moment time was called 
like a cockle shell in a seaway, and tho 
fight was stopped. 
George Godfrey, the colored pugilist of 
Chelsea, Mass., was Jacob’s next victim. 
They wero to fight six rounds tu t after 
standing up for three three-ininuto rounds 
Godfrey threw up both hands aud declared 
he had enough. 
A fte r ho had fought a draw with Jack 
Goode, J a k e ’s friends m atch o I him ugaim t 
Charley Mitchell 
This contest also ended 
in a draw after four rounds. 
This was 
Jake's first fight with a celebrity, and, 
like Billy Myer lh his contest with Mc-

Witnesses Examined Before Jus­ 
tice Scan Ian in the 


BARRON M URDER CASE. 


The Testimony of the Witnesses 
Very Conflicting— What the 
Doctors Tnink. 


A coroner’s inquest was held by Jus­ 
tice Scanlan this morning in the Bairon 
murder case. 
Ih e jnrors were Geo. 
£eyes,D . Davies, Charles Skelly, Wm 
luck, N . H. Olark and [Charles Lee. 
District Attorney B. Malone examined 
the witnesses on the partof the state. 
Dr. Chaa. L. Clark was the first witness 
called to the stand, after whioh Dr. 
Henry Palmer’s testimony was called for. 
Both doctors conducted the autopsy held 
last Friday, and the testimony giyen by 
each of them t^is morning was snbsten - 
tidily the same. 
It was to the effect that in their 
j udgment Michael Barron came to bis 
death by being hit on the bead by a 
stone or brick. 
That Barron mnst have 
been lying on the ground when the stone 
bit him cr else the person who threw 
the stone must have been a man very 
much taller than Barron. 
The stone 
struck bim in the back of the bead, 
made a deep gash in the middle of the 
head and along the temple, reaching the 
rear of the skull. 
He could not have 
been burt in this manner by a fall unless 
he bad fallen a distance of at least twen­ 
ty feet, end circumstances indicate that 
6uch could not have been the case. 
It was the opinion of the doctor that 
Barron’s death was primarily caused by 
the wound inflicted by the stone or hnok 
that it was not caused by drink. 
After the testimony of the doctors bad 
been taken, the name of Patiick Mul- 
cairns was called, and this gentleman 
proceeded to tell his story. 
He said be and ecme fellows were down 
town in the evening; that he acd Mi­ 
chael Barron had a glass of beer at 
“ Happy Jack’s” , and thought they went 
ficm there to Bonb’s; that they drank at 
one cr two places. Mike Barron wanted 
to go to the dance. They met some fel­ 
lows down town; 
all got in a buggy; 
that Mike Batron bad a pint bottle full 
of alcohol. 
They drove to five points, 
stopped 
to

their hois?, saw 
Marshal Hogan, be raid nothing to them. 
They took a drink of alcohol, and then 
proceeded to the dance. 
Mulcairns got the bottle of alcohol 
away from Barron. He and bis brother 
quarrelled "over the bottle of alcohol 
when they got to the dance, and he broke 
it over his brother’s head. 
This was in 
the dooryard. 
He did not go into the 
house. 
MulOQirns was thrown down 
and some one struck him on the ear. 
Some one told him it wa9 Michael Joyoe.

ing and sent for Dr. Olark and Father 
McGinnity. 
When they arrived Barron 
was dead. 
Besides Patrick Mulcairns two other 
witnesses were examined this morning. 
They were Samuel Milford and Michael 
Joyce. 
Their testimony was terribly 
conflicting, the one with the other and 
also with Mulcairns.

each witness contradicted himself as to 
circumstances, time, etc. 
The oase was adjourned this noon un­ 
til next Friday morning at 9 o’ciook 
when the examination of witnesses will 
be resumed.

ples. 
Article I. 
Next to love for the Creat­ 
or, we believe that patriotism is the high­ 
est and noblest affection of the human 
soul. 
We believe that the institutions 
of no country are safe without patriotic 
citizens, aud that none will so jealously 
guard and protect them os thore who are 
born aud reared under their intl Hence. 
We believe that we have the best form of 
government for the masses on the face of 
the earth. 
Art. 2. 
For the welfare, prosperity, 
and liberty of all American citizens and 
their descendants we desire to protect 
our form of government and preserve it 
intact from the influence and control of 
any foreign power. 
By disseminating 
sentiments ol loyalty and pdnotism , by 
establishing a fraternal feeling of devo­ 
tion to country among all Americans, we 
hope to make it impossible for any one 
to live under the protection of the “Stars 
and Stripes” who does not honor and 
revere it, and who would not be willing 
to give up bis fife in defense of the prin­ 
ciples of freedom and justice which it 
represents.

We desire to sustain the pur • 
tty of the ballot, and lo have it intelli­ 
gently and legitimately used.
